PREFACE. 


So many of the comforts of life, as well as 
the bleſſings of ſocial intercourſe, depend on 
the Preſervation of the public Highways in 
| good Repair, that we wonder not to find 
that this object hath engaged much of the 
attention of the Legiſlature, The benefits, 
indeed, of ſafe and eaſy communication be- 
tween one part of the country and another, 
extend far beyond the facility of ordinary in- 
tercourſe: the advantages of Commerce, and 
the encouragement of Agriculture, are very 
| materially promoted by a due attention to the 
eaſe and ſafety of conveyance of the ſeveral 
commodities, produced by the induſtry of the 
Farmer, or the ingenuity of the Manufacturer. 
The proviſions in the ſeveral Statutes reſpect- 
ing the Highways, are every way calculated to 
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anſwer the purpoſe ; but either the felf- 
intereſt, or the indolence, or the various other 
engagements of thoſe, to whom the ſuper- 


| Intendance of the work is generally commit- 


ted, operates to the great diſadvantage of 
private Roads. To theſe we may add the 
want of judgment in the Pariſh-Surveyor, 
who, perhaps, may be well enough diſpoſed 
to do his duty, without ſufficient knowlege 
to direct him to do it in the beſt and propereſt 


manner. With a view to his carrying the 
| laws relating to the Pariſh Highways into 


full effect, it has been cuſtomary to put into 


the hands of the Officer, on his appointment, 


what is uſually called a Warrant, or Charge; 
which is an Abſtract of the Statutes 13 G. III. 


c.78. and 34 G. III. c. 74. with full directions 
for his conduct in every particular. But theſe 


inſtructions are delivered in a way in which 


they have ſeldom been found to anſwer the 


purpoſe: they are contained in a broad ſheet, 
ill printed, on a bad paper, with a very ſmall 
type; the matter very much crowded, the 


ſeveral articles difficult to be diſtinguiſhed, 
and the whole but badly calculated to engage 


the

the attention, or ſatisfy the enquiries of the 
Surveyor, reſpecting his duty. A recent pub- 

lication of this kind from [pfwich, it is ac- 
knowledged, has, in ſeveral reſpects, amended 
the matter; but this is not without its ob- 
jections. The print is exceedingly ſmall, 
though much clearer than moſt of the Sur- | 
veyors' Warrants, and on a much better i 
paper. Now it is to be conſidered, that | 
_ perſons in the line of life in which they are 
occupied, who have the care of the High- = 
ways, are generally men ſomewhat advanced [ 
in years, and men whoſe time, during the 
courſe of the day, is fully engaged by their "0 
own buſineſs abroad: their only leiſure is in 1 
an evening, when, to moſt of them, the 
Paper of Inſtructions put into their hands is I 
ſcarcely legible. _ * LL 


The Editor has therefore thought proper = 
to prepare the neceſſary directions in a more 1 
convenient form; ſincerely hoping that he | 
ſhall have the thanks, not only of the Sur- = 
veyors themſelves, but of the Public, whoſe | 
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accommodation he has great en in 
thus endeavouring to promote. 


Ft has always been the Editor's opinion, 
abſtractedly from every other conſideration of 
the public convenience, that nothing better 
beſpeaks the hoſpitality of a Nobleman, or 
Man of Fortune, than a Road leading through 
his Pariſh, and particularly to his Manſion, 
in ſuch a ſtate, as to invite the traveller, of 
the friend: on the contrary, he has often 
thought, that few circumſtances are, in 
their firſt appearance, more unfayourable to 
perſonages of that deſcription, than ſuch 
Roads in their Vicinity, as diſcourage the ap- 
proach of perſons of a timid diſpoſition, or 


perſons who really regard the ſafety of their 
lives. The enjoyment of many a day, which 


would otherwiſe have been paſſed with cheer- 
fulneſs, has been interrupted and deſtroyed 
by the conſideration, that the ſame road 


which was with difficulty waded through in 


the paſſage by day, and under every advan- 


tage for driving with . is to be repaſſed 


a 
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in returning, perhaps under the diſadvan- 


tages of a dark night, and with attendants 
probably not quite ſo clear as they ſhould be, 
from certain miſtaken notions of Britiſh hoſ- 
pitality. If this Manual ſhould fall into the 


bands of any Nobleman or Gentleman, in 


whoſe neighbourhood the Roads are of the 
deſcription here mentioned, the Editor hopes 


He will not only urge the Surveyor's attention 
to its directions, but be active himſelf in 


ſeeing all the proviſions of our very ſalutary 
Highway Laws carried into execution. This 


he is bound to do, if he wiſhes that his 


neighbours ſhould viſit him with comfort; 
that his tenants ſhould convey their goods to 
market without hazard; and that a free com- 
munication ſhould be kept open with other 


parts of the country, to the great convenience 


of himſelf and others. 


We recommend it to Gentlemen chiefly 
reſident in the country, and we think it an 
office perfectly conſiſtent with the character 
of Clergymen, to take this matter into their 
own hands, with the aſſiſtance. of an intelli-

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gent farmer. We think that this would 


prevent all partiality and abuſe in the diſcharge 
of the office: an attention would then be paid 


to ſuch parts of the Pariſh Road as ſtand in 


molt need of repair ; in many inſtances, the 
convenient attendance on public religious 


duties. would be promoted ; and the work, 


done under their joint inſpection, we con- 


ceive, would be executed with greater benefit 


to the Pariſh, and more to the ſatisfaction of 


the Public at large.

place of public meetings; at which ſhall be preſent 
the Churchwardens, Conſtables, Surveyors of the 
Highways, and Houſeholders aſſeſſed to the Pa- 


rochial or public Rates, at the hour of eleven in 
the forenoon; and the major part of them, ſo 


aſſembled, ſhall make a liſt of the names of ten per- 
ſons living within ſuch diſtrict, every one of whom 


| hath an eſtate in lands, tenements, or heredita- 


ments, lying within ſuch diſtri, in his own right,

revent accidents to perſons or cattle; and in caſe 
of your neglect in either of the ſaid caſes you for- 
feit ten ſhillings; and further, in caſe of ſuch neg- 
lect for ſix days after receiving notice from any 
Juſtice of the Peace, or owner of the ground, &c.

CONCLUSION: 


© You have here before you, I hope, a Sende 
correct, certainly a more plain and intelligible 
Form of Inſtructions, in your duty of a Pariſh 
Surveyor of the Highways; and there is no doubt 
thar if you proceed in your office with induſtry, 
fidelity, and impartiality, you will not only de- 


ſerve well of the Public, but contribute to your 
own and your neighbour's benefit and advantage: 


for certain it is, that good Roads, and commo- 


dious Bridges, are a ſecurity againſt the dangers 


which are occaſioned by a ſudden overflow of 


waters; render communication more eaſy, and 


more ſecure; diſtant markets more acceſſible, and 


with leſs ſtrength of draught, and leſs damage to 


carriages and tackle ; and, in a word, promote the 


riches, the comfort, and perhaps in Gene degree 


the health of the neighbourhood, by preventing 
that kind of ſtagnation which is occaſioned by 
waters lying on roads, rendering them in a manner 


impaſſable with eaſe or pleaſure during ſeveral | 


months of the ycar. 


It is hoped that you wil! conſider the objects 


herein ſet before you, as of ſufficient importance 
to call forth your exertions; and you have a right 
to expect, that whilſt you, on peed part, are dili- 
gent and active in the ſervice of your neighbours, 
they will not be backward in rendering you their 
utmoſt aſſiſtance, as the Law requires, and in 
cheerfully paying their ſeveral Compoſitions on 
demand, without obliging you to waſte your time 
in repeated applications, and particularly without 
treating you with incivility and rudeneſs when 
ſuch applications are nde.
